Certain statements of fact contained’ in_the recent decision by Whe 
Board of. Railway Commissioners upon the application of the railways of 
Canada for largely increased freight, passenger and sleeping car rates call 
for serious consideration by the people of this country, The facts referred 
to are of vital concern to the people of the West, and they must be the 
active agents in forcing attention to them with a view to-feform; but they 
are, in a broad national sense, matters of importance to the East as well 
as to the West. . 


It is not the intention of this article to discuss the merits of the case 
for inereased rates; that is a matter to be decided in the light of costs of 
operaion, wages paid, and costs of material used'which the Railway Com- 
mission {ts well qualified to judge for itself. Apparently the Commis- 
sioners were thoroughly convinced that increased rates were fully justi- 
fied and indeed a necessity if the railways were to be efficiently maintained. 

But in granting increased rates the Railway Commission authorized a 
40 per cent. increase in Eastern Canada and a 35 per cent. increase in 
Western Canada. In explanation of thif' difference between the East and 
the West, the Commissioners, in their judgment, pointed out that the exist- 
ing rates were from 13 to 18 per cent. higher in West than in the East and 
they, therefore, authorized,4 five per cent. smaller advance in the West 
than in the East in ‘order to partly remove the discrimination against the 
West which it was thus frankly admitted existed. 


The action of the Commissioners was right so far as it went, but it did 
not go far cnough, If discrimination against the citizens of any one sec- 
tion of this Dominion exists it is the duty of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners, as a national body, to proceed to order the removal of that dis- 
crimination. One of the reasons for the creation of the Railway Commis- 
sion was to put an end to discrimination rates in Canada and to sce that 
even-handed justice was accorded to all. : 

The failure of duty on the part of the Railway Commission is all the 
more marked and inexcusable because in this same judgment it is also 
frankly admitted that costs of railway operation per ton or per car mile 
are lower in the West than in the East. If there is any justification 
whatever for a national administrative body to sanction discriminatory 
rates, then the lower rates should apply in the West where costs of opera- 
tion are lower, than that the East should enjoy the lower rates where the 


costs of operation are higher. 

We hear a great deal these days in the nature of appeals to the Cana- 
dian people to develop a national spirit. They are urged, and rightly so, 
to think nationally rather than Provincially; to view national questions, 


problems and policies in a big way as they affect the whole country, rather 
The East and West 
are urged to get together, and emphasis is laid on the necessity of closing 
the gap which unfortunately exists in sentiment and upon economic issues 
between the manufacturing and financial East and the agricultural West. 
Such appeals are all right and quite legitimate. It must be frankly 
recognized that the best interests of Canada demand the creation of a truly 
national spirit and sentiment in order to promote the sound and rapid de- 
velopment of the Dominion. Such a spirit is absolutely essential to the

to the fact that inculcation of national sentiments is not possible so long 
as the people of one-half of the country are made to suffer loss because of 
unfair discrimination enforced against them by a national body which is

national spirit. The inevitable effect of such action is to arouse a spirit 
of antagonism in the West against the Fast. and..to..give force to a renewal 
of the old demand for the division .of,the Railway Commissién into two 
sections, one for the East and ,one for the West—something that is the 
reverse of national. , 

The feeling prevailing in the West that many Eastern people and in- 
terests look upof the West as a cow to be milked for their benefit, and 
that they have about as much regard for the West as they would have for 
a cow, is not allayed but increased when a national body like the Board of 
Railway Commissioners authorize the perpetuation of discriminatory rail- 
way rates against the West—a discrimination which by their own judgment 
they show to be uncalled for upon any economic grounds and, therefore, 
rankly unjust and unfair. . 

In the interests, not of the West alone, but of all Canada in order that a 
real national spirit and a sense of nationhood may be developed, this dis- 
crimination should be removed gnce and forever. It is the duty of Parlia- 
ment to amend the Railway Act, if necessary, specifically forbidding any 
and all such discrimination.

480,000 Acres in Southern Alberta 
Taken Up Under Soldier Settle- 
ment Board. 

Two’ thousand returned  seldier 
farmers, occupying 480,000 acres of 
land in Southern Alberta, have been 
placed by the Calgary branch of the 
Soldier Settlement Board since Feb- 
ruary, 1919, according to the assistant 
superintendent of the board. The 
sum of $11,286,000 has been loaned to 
the settlers for the purchase of land, 
stock and equipment, $8,000,000 hav- 
ing been paid out in 1919, when the 
demobilization and re-establishment 
of returned soldiers was at its height, 
and the sum of $3,286,000 since the 
first of January, 1920. Of the 2,000 
men who were placed, 1,825 settled 
down on improved farms and home- 
steads, while 175 settled on unit 
proved lands in different parts of the 

province.

The Right Hon. Sir Charles Hob- 
house, of London, England, has just 
returned to Montreal from an inspec- 
tion of the great irrigation canal in 
Alberta, extending for 100 miles be- 
tween’ Calgary and Medicine Hat. 
The plans» contemplated Dy the Brit- 
ish syndicate interested, said Sir 
Charles, will embra€e the building of 
another canal of equal extent, The 
undertaking. to date has involved an 
expenditure of between $8,000,000 and 
$10,000,000, in construction and im- 
provements. By actually going over 
the ground Sir Charles was much im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the en- 
terprise. From an engineering stand- 
point alone it represented a work of 
great importance. © In its completed 
state the project will cover one-fifth 
of the total irrigable area in the Do- 
minion of Canada.

Uniiormly Good 


In Manitoba Considerable Fall Plow- 
/ ing Has Been Done. 

Throughout Central Saskatchewan 

and Alberta threshing operations 


have been going on with little inter- | 


ruption for the past fortnight and in 

several districts over fifty per.cent. of 

themgrain is now in the granaries. 
In the 300 miles of territory between 


west of Edmonton, from Edmonton 
to Calgary and Edmonton to Atha- 
basta and Alliance, and from Hanna 
to Rosctown, thresher returns show 
‘the crops to be tniformly ood, 
wheat running from 20. to 40 bushels | 
an acre and oats 60 to 70, while flax 
is yielding 12 to 20 bushels per acre> 

In the Red River valley of Mani- 
toba, farmers turned their attention 
to fall plowing as soon as they got 
their.threshing done, and some 
localities fifty per cent. of this work 
has already been done. Marketing’ 
of grain is being deferred in order 
that this important work shall not be 
interferred with. 

In Southern and Southwestern 
Manitoba good progress has been 
made with threshing, there having 
paving been little delay on account of 
rains. All crops are turning out 
well as a general rule. “In Central 
Manitoba frequent showers have oc- 
curred since cutting ang threshing 
has been considerably  interferred 
with in some scctions, but wherever 
it is possible the farmers are thaking 
the best of the situation by turning 
their men and outfits into the fields 
to plow. Ain this extensive grain 
growing section all grains are turn- 
ing out well, .wheat yiclds running 
from 15 to 40 bushels per acre.

Asbestos Long in Use. 

The silky fibre derived from certain 
recks which we call asbestos was 
familiar to the ancient Grecks and}

‘them to make fireproof yarn, fire- 
proof_rope and fireproof cloth.

Lake Port Shipments. 

The government report on the 
movement of last season’s grain crop 
shows that 97,476,240 bushels of the 
total passed through the pyblic and 


private elevators at the twin cities of 


Port Arthur and Fort William. Two 
main streams of wheat are shown as 
going to the United States. Of 
these 2,979,037 -bushelS’ went by way 
of Buffalo, and 1,167,959 via other 
United States lake ports, and 19,037,-

from the east, and 3,964°996 bushels 
from the shipments to lake ports.

The Cardston-district of Southern

U.S. Millionaires 


Census Shows Every 2,100 .Is .In 
Million Group. 

Approximately 50,000 persons now 
may classify themselves as mem- 
bers of the “millionaire group,” the 
Federal income tax returns indicate, 
says the New York Herald, 

The group, as unofficially com- 
puted here, includes the members .of 
the families of 20,000 persons who 
in their returns confessed each to an 
income of at least $50,000 in 1919. 
This is the lowest probable return on 
$1,000,000. Under this definition the 
group, of course, would include many 
high salaried executives, Some of 
these no doubt could show a capital

The total oats yield is 
placed at 496,966,400 bushels, compar- 
ed with 394,387,000 bushels last year, 
and the barley yield is estimated at 
63,438,500 bushels, against 56,389,400 
bushels in 1919. For the Prairie 
Provinces the forecast is 238,617,800 
bushels of wheat, 31,820,500 bushes 
of oats, 40,337,000 bushels of barley, 
and 10,190,000 bushels of flax seed.

There is little danger of molting 
birds becoming overfat and for that 
reason it is safe to feed corn in as 
large proportion as the fowls care for 
it, In the case of fowls molting late 
in the fall, after cold weather sets in, it 
is probable that the preference for fat 
or oil in the ration is due in part ‘to 
the necd for extra fuel with which to 
keep the body warm, but .even in 
warm ‘weather the preference of the 
molting hen for fat in the ration is 
noticeable. . 

Sunflower seeds, which are quite 
highly recommended for feeding to 
fowls at this season, owe th@r special 
value chiefly to the high percentage 
of oil! which they contain and if they 
can be secured at a reasonable price 
arg a desirable addition to the ration. 
_ Oil meal (linseed) is regarded as an 
especially desirable feed durig the 
molting season, partly because of the 
oil it contains, byt more perheps be- 
cause of the fgct that it ig of a cool- 
ing nature and helps to keep the 
bowels-functioning natugally. About 
10 per cent. may safely be added to 
the mash mixture. One may use as 
high as 30 per cent. of oi] meal in the 
mash with no noticeable ill results, 
but there is no practical advantage in 
feeding it so heavily.

In étery part of the civilized world 
which. man” has. brought under his 
thraldom, and in the very regions he 
is exploring and adding tothe ecarth’s 
‘area Of utilitarian value, one will find 
the ubiquitous salmoh _can, and it is 
safe to say that the majority of these 
tins will bg found to bear the name 
of some “locality on the Canadian 
Pacific.coast. In this era of cans 
and cold storage, methods are devised 
for preserving most edible commodi- 
ties-and to British Columbia belongs 
the salmon. 

British Columbia leads the Domin- 
ion in the value of her fisheries ac- 
counting in 1919 for $15,216,397 of the 
total revenue of $31,348,084. More 
than two-thirdg of this fish value is 
derived from the salmon catch which 
is valued at $10,919,959, and is easily 
the most important fish in catch and 
value in the Dominion’s fisheries. 
The salmon fishing industry is to-day 
a strong asset in Dominion revenue 
and one of the first activities of the 
Pacific coast, and is, incidentally, the 
largest fishing enterprise in the 
world, a history of more than 
50 years of development, it has seen 
many fluctuations and depressions, 
and has emerged successfully as an 
industry of prime importance, capable 
of yet greater expansion with further 
development. 

The first canning of Pacific salmon 
was onsthe Fraser River in 1863 
when a few cases were put up at New 
Westminster by a Mr. Annaldale. 
Though his efforts were on a very 
small scale ,the enterprise was suffi- 
cient to convince him there mwas a 
profitable ficld in the industry. The 
following winter he visited Scotland 
and persuaded Mr. Alexander Ewen 
to come to British Columbia and en- 
gage in the industry; in 1864 they ar- 
rived and from that day to the day of 
his death in 1907, Mr. Ewen was the 
recognized leader in the salmon in- 
dustry of British Columbia.

By 1883, the number of canneries 
oprating on the Columbia had in- 
creased to 39, but vast as was’ the 
supply it was unequal to the demands 
made upon it. Aftet 1884, a decline 
set in, and by 1900 the number of 
plants had diminished. Since that 
time it has been necessary to resort 
to artificial propagation of salmon in 
the Columbia and its tributaries. 

Commercial canning on the Fraser 
River in 1876 was represented by 
three plants and the combined pack 
was 9,847 cases. By 1901 the num- 
ber of canneries had increased to 48, 
to which must be added 25 operating 
on the American side, in all 73 draw- 
ing their supply from the one stream, 
The principal pack in the early days 
was of the sockeye variety and in the 
pinnacle year of the indu8try, 2,400,- 
000 cases of 48 Ibs. were packed. This 
represented 30 per cent. of the entire 
wo.ld’s production of canned salmon 
that year. 

The year 1877 saw the commence- 
ment of cahning operations on the 
Skeena River, on Puget Sound, and 
on other streams. On Skeena River 
the industry has grown and prosper- 
ed until to-day it is the principal sal- 
mon industry point of British Colum- 
bia. Puget Sound developed from 
5,506 cases in 1887 to 2500,000 cases 
in 1913. 

By 1891 the combined salmon pack 
of the Pacific Coast canneries totalled ~ 
1,592,975 cases. To-day the salmon

Can Have Any Shade Desired By 
Turning Switch. 


From London comes the announce- 
ment of the Daylight Reflector, for 
use with artificial light. With it you 
can switch on dayhght After dark. 
You can have noon sunlight, north 
skylight or any shade of daylight you 
desire in the wee sma’ hours by just 
turning the switch. It is no idle 
boast. It is already an accomplish- 
ed fact backed up by the Illuminat- 
ing Engineers’ Society and the lead- 
ing electrical and technical socicties 
of Great Britain. After decades of 
and investigation by 
electrical and scientific experts it re- 
mained for a portrait artist, Mr. 
George Sherringham, of London, by 
applying a few daubs of color to an 
electric reflector to reveal the elusive 
secret. 

Mr. Sherringham, during the dull 
days of found that colors 
mixed by artificial light differed from 
those he mixed by daylight. More- 
over, unfinished color work begun 
during daylight could not be contin- 
ued under artificial light, because the 
proportions of colors that make up 
the supectrum from whence we get 
our dayilght changed materially when 
artificial light was turned on, Natur- 
ally, Mr. Sherringham’s colors looked 
altogether different. | It was evident 
therefores that a radical change had 
taken place. The colors of daylight 
had changed their proportions. So 
Mr. Sherringham began experiment- 
ing with colors of the spectrum, ie., 
red, orange, yellow, green, blue vio- 
let on the electric light reflectors, and 
in time he found the right propor- 
tions and produced daylight after 
dark.

Cutting Corn for Silage 


It Should Net Be Too Green Or Too 
Dry. 

“When is the best time to cut corn 
for silage?” 

Corn is ready to go into the silo 
when the kernels are hard, when the 
lower three or four leaves are brown 
(as the result of maturity and not of 
firing and the husks are beginning | 
to dry. If cut when much greener 
than this, the silage will be too acid 
or sour and unpalatable and will not 
keep well. If it is much riper than 
indicated, the finely cut corn will not 
pack satisfactorily and pockets or 
spots of moldy silage may result. 

If corn cannot be cut until it is 
quite dry sufficient water miust be 
mixed with it when it is put into the 
silo to make it possible to pack it 
properly. The amount of water de- 
sirable will vary, but broadly it may

Never before have so many 
cattle been tested for tuberculosis in 
a given length of time as during the 
last 12 months. Everywhere cattle- 
men are beginning to realize that 
bovine tubercilosis is a real menace 
to their herds and that the sooner 
they clean them up the better it will 
be. 

~It is not cnough to give the farm- 
stead and barn one thorough cleaning 
after a test for tuberculosis has been 
made and the reactors disposed of, 
That sort of work must be followed 
up and the place be maintained in 
sanitary condition at all times. 

Nor is this all. The average bara 
needs better ventilation and more 
light. The worst enemy of tubercu- 
losis is light and the more of it we 
get into our barns the less danger 
there is of tuberculosis maintaining 
itself or of spreading from one ani- 
mal to another in case one should be- 
come infected. The best authorities 
in the country congider that a table 
should be provided with four square 
feet of glass for cach animal housed 
and that the windows should be so 
placed that the floor in every part of | 
the building may be reached by the 
direct rays of the sun some time dur- 
ing the day. This. much window 
space may scem like extravagance to 
the man who has been working in a 
dark barn, but in reality it is econ- 
omy. 

In one instance a herd of registered 


d Holstein cattle had been tested an- 


nually for tuberculosis for over 19 
years and whenever a reatting animal 
was found it was disposed of. In 
spite of all the care exercised, one 
year it was found that over 50 per 


cent. of the cat in-that herd react- 
fed to the’ tiberculin test.

1,009 Square Miles of Pulpwood

The mewspapers of the United 
States and Canada consume 2,150,000 
tons of newsprint annually. Stat- 
ed in this way, it probably conveys 
little information to ydw respecting 
the effect upon our forests. You 
will better appreciate the situation 
when I say that it represents the de- 
nudation of the mature trees on an 
area of 1,000 square miles of forest 
land each and every year.
